September, 2000. 

COMMENTS 

Applicants hereby elect claims 1-31, with traverse, for examination on the merits. 

TRAVERSAL 

The basis of the traversal is that the compositions of claims 1-31 are not able to 
be used in any process other than that of claims 32-54. The attachment of groups in 
method claims 23-31 and the cell composition of claims 1-22 produced by that method 
are inseparable from the method of use of claims 32-54. Additionally, the method of 
use of claims 32-54 are incapable of using materials other than those of claims 1-22 
and those materials cannot be made by processes other than those of claims 23-31 . 

The technologies represented by these artificially created groups of claims are 
neither separate nor distinct. They are intimately interrelated and coextensive in their 
search. 

The restriction requirement should be withdrawn and all claims examined and 
allowed.
